Adolfo Aguilar Zinser, ex embajador de México 
ante las Naciones Unidas (ONU), y quien fuera el 
representante mexicano en el Consejo de Seguridad 
de ese organismo por dos años, estuvo en el Área de 
la Bahía, dando una serie de entrevistas y muestras 
de apoyo a la comunidad mexicana de San José.

Al mismo tiempo, expresó sobre la ocupación de 
EE.UU. en Irak: “Yo creo que el secretario de la ONU, 
expresó que no regresará hasta que no sea en el 
contexto de un genuino proceso de recuperación de la 
soberanía de Irak y con un calendario muy claro que 
ponga fin a la ocupación de ese país”. 

En cuanto a la propuesta del presidente George 
W. Bush para generar un programa que permita a los 
inmigrantes indocumentados, y a los inmigrantes en 
general, el venir a trabajar a este país manifestó: “Claro 
que también el plan de visas del presidente tiene miras 
electorales y es de carácter unilateral.

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Hispanos optimistas por educación 


pese a las adversidades 


Washington, (EFE).- La co- 
munidad hispana, más que el resto 
de la población, se siente opti- 
mista sobre la educación de sus 
hijos y el desempeño de las es- 
cuelas, pese a la deserción escolar, 
las diferencias culturales y las 
barreras del idioma, según una 
encuesta nacional divulgada el 
martes pasado. 

La encuesta, realizada de for- 
ma conjunta entre agosto y octu- 
bre de 2003 por la fundación Kai- 
ser y el Centro Hispano Pew, se da 
a conocer casi al tiempo que las 
escuelas se preparan para poner en 
marcha la controvertida ley de 
reforma educativa “Que Ningún 
Niño Quede Rezagado”. 

También se da a conocer en un 
año electoral en el que tanto 
demócratas como republicanos han 
politizado el asunto de la reforma 
educativa de 2001, un tema de alta 
prioridad para los votantes latinos. 

Pese a los bajos resultados en 
los exámenes académicos, los 
índices de deserción escolar y la 
baja representación en los centros 
de enseñanza superior, “los hispa- 
nos no surgen de esta encuesta co- 
mo un grupo descontento que se 
siente victimizado o en desven- 
taja”, enfatizó el sondeo bilingiie. 

Roberto Suro, director del 
Centro Hispano Pew, explicó que 
el optimismo de los latinos, espe- 
cialmente de los inmigrantes, se 
entiende si se toma en cuenta que 
los extranjeros se educaron en sus 
países de origen y sus primeros 
contactos con el sistema escolar 
público de EE.UU. han sido como 
padres de familia. 

“Los latinos nacidos en Esta- 
dos Unidos son producto de las es- 
cuelas estadounidenses” y por lo 
tanto no tienen otros puntos de 
referencia, añadió Suro. “Aún 
cuando afrontan dificultades... (los 
extranjeros) dirán que se sienten 
optimistas”. 

En general, los latinos tienen 
posiciones muy claras respecto a 
asuntos como el aprendizaje del 
inglés, la calidad de los maestros, 
el uso de fondos federales y el fu- 
turo de los programas de “acción 
afirmativa” que dan trato prefe- 
rencial a las minorías. 

La encuesta también midió las 
actitudes de los hispanos sobre di- 
versos factores que afectan el ren- 
dimiento escolar de sus hijos, en- 
tre estos la composición étnica de 
las escuelas, la participación activa 
de los padres y la sensibilidad cul- 
tural de los maestros. 

El sondeo, realizado entre 
3,421 adultos latinos, tanto nacidos 
en EE,UU. como de origen extran- 
jero, señaló que los hispanos, en 
general, apoyan los principales ele- 
mentos de la reforma educativa, 
que exige el uso de exámenes para 
medir el progreso de los estudian- 
tes y sanciona a las escuelas de bajo 
rendimiento académico. 

Pese a que los latinos indica- 
ron una alta participación en las 
reuniones escolares (74 por ciento), 
actividades de recaudación de fon- 
dos (63 por ciento) o de servicio 
voluntario (55 por ciento) en las es- 
cuelas, la mayoría desconocía que 
el presidente George W. Bush 
había promulgado la reforma edu- 
cativa en 2001. 

Aunque apoya dicha ley, la 
mayoría de los hispanos piensa que 
el Gobierno debe corregir la mar- 
cha de las escuelas deficientes en 
vez de incentivar el traslado de es- 
tudiantes a otras escuelas. 

La encuesta telefónica contra- 
dice los argumentos de grupos con- 
servadores que critican la supuesta 
falta de asimilación de los latinos, 
ya que el 92 por ciento de los naci- 
dos en EE.UU. y el 96 por ciento 
de los extranjeros consideran “muy 
importante” el aprendizaje del 
inglés. 

Los alumnos latinos no pro- 
gresan al igual que sus pares an-

El 95 por ciento de los padres 
latinos considera “muy importan- 
te” que sus hijos logren graduarse 
de la universidad, comparado con 
el 94 por ciento de los afroameri- 
canos y el 78 por ciento de los an- 
glos.

posición como posible rival de Bush

Manchester, (EFE).- El se- 
nador John Kerry consolidó su 
posición como posible rival de 
George W. Bush en las eleccio- 
nes con su victoria del martes pa- 
sado en las primarias de Nuevo 
Hampshire, en las que logró una 
considerable ventaja sobre sus 
rivales. 

Con el 89 por ciento de los 
votos escrutados, Kerry tenía el 
39 por ciento de los sufragios y 
la victoria asegurada, por delante 
del ex gobernador Howard Dean 
(26 por ciento) y del general 
Wesley Clark (13 por ciento). 

Más atrás quedaron los se- 
nadores John Edwards (12 por 
ciento) y Joe Lieberman (9), y 
el congresista Dennis Kucinich 
(1). 

Esta victoria de Kerry se 
produce una semana después de 
su sorprendente primer puesto en 
los “caucus” de Iowa y le confir- 
ma por ahora como el preferido 
de los votantes demócratas, que 
buscan al candidato ideal para 
derrotar a Bush en las elecciones 
de noviembre. 

Aún así, la lucha está lejos 
de terminar, ya que ni Dean ni 
Edwards están cerca de darse por 
vencidos, les quedan recursos 
económicos y restan muchos 
estados en los que competir. 

Howard Dean reconoció en 
declaraciones televisivas que 
“estoy un poco decepcionado 
por el resultado, pero al mismo 
tiempo estoy muy orgulloso de 
lo que hemos logrado en Nuevo 
Hampshire”. 

La imagen de Dean ha sufri- 
do en la última semana el cons-

El próximo martes, la cam- 
paña continúa con primarias y

campaña está corta de fondos. 

Tras su cuarto lugar en un 
estado del noreste, la figura de 
Edwards (Carolina del Norte) no 
queda mal parada, ya que hacía 
campaña en un territorio que no 
es el suyo, y en cambio es el 
favorito para ganar la próxima 
semana en Carolina del Sur y 
lograr resultados favorables en 
otros estados de esa región.

A federal judge says no to part of the Patriot Act

Ladies and gentlemen, there is light com- 
ing through the terrorist-scare jailhouse win- 


dow. 


U.S. District Judge Audrey Collins finally 
had the strength to defend our quickly fading 
constitutional rights. He declared parts of the 
USA Patriot Act unconstitutional. 

The Patriot Act was approved by Con- 
gress in the George W. Bush-created atmo- 
sphere of America Love it or Leave pande- 


monium. 


The ruling was the result of a suit filed 
by five groups and two U.S. citizens seeking 
to provide support for lawful, nonviolent ac- 
tivities on behalf of Kurdish refugees in Tur- 
key. 

The plaintiffs were threatened with 15 
years in prison if they advised groups on seek- 
ing a peaceful resolution of the Kurds’ cam- 
paign for self-determination in that country. 

The judge’s ruling said the law, as writ- 
ten, does not differentiate between impermis- 
sible advice on violence and encouraging the 
use of peaceful, nonviolent means to achieve 
goals. 

The attorneys who fought the govern- 
ment on the case called it “a victory for ev- 
eryone who believes the war on terrorism 
ought to be fought consistent with constitu- 
tional principles.” 

This is the bottom line on the deal, it is 
important to protect our territory but not at

the expense of giving up on the rights which 
our forefathers and now are sons are going to 
war to preserve.

Los mineros no están de acuerdo y 
lo que más desean es formar parte del sin- 
dicato. Llevan ya tres meses y medio en 
huelga. Actualmente, son 75 los que for- 
man parte de la huelga, 73 de ellos mexi- 
canos, un salvadoreño y una estadouni- 
dense. 

El señor Chávez concluye “el men- 


saje que hemos traído al Área de la Bahía 
es sencillo: pedimos el apoyo moral y 
económico de la gente que es lo que 
necesitamos para poder resistir la lucha 
que tenemos. No vamos a renunciar a 
esta lucha hasta que triunfemos”.

Dequwan Well, a first-grader 
in a dual-language school in San 
Bernardino, California said that he 
“can have more friends” because 
he can speak two languages. 

Dequwan is even smarter than 
he realizes. Researchers have dis- 
covered that being bilingual may 
make children “smarter” than 
monolingual ones. 

Laura-Ann Petitto, a re- 
searcher at Dartmouth University, 
stated that “bilingual children can 
perform certain cognitive tasks 
more accurately than monolin- 
guals.” 

Petitto and several colleagues 
compared a group of monolingual 
children who spoke either French 
or English to a group of children 
who were learning one spoken lan- 
guage with one signed language. 
The children in the two groups 
were matched in terms of age (4 to 
6) but in memory development as 
well.Using the “Simon Task” tech- 
nique, which does not involve lan- 
guage, the researchers determined 
that bilingual children far outper- 
formed the monolingual group in 


determining whether rapidly- 
changing computer-generated red 
and blue squares appear on the 
center, right, or left side of the 
screen. 

Traditionally, the idea was that 
bilingual children's language de- 
velopment was slower because of 
having to deal with the confusion 
of two languages. Petitto says that 
the heightened cognitive skills of 
bilingual children have to do with 
the increased computational de- 
mands of having to process two 
different languages. 

The advantages of bilingual- 
ism affect the entire education of 
students. Students educated in 
more than one language develop a 
mental agility that monolinguals 
lack. One of these advantages has 
to do with something researchers 
call a “plasticity” of the brain. 

Bilingual children recognize 
that just as there are two ways to 
say something, there are also two 
ways to learn and solve problems. 

This mental agility is evident 
in learning foreign languages. Just 
as it's easier for someone who 
knows how to play a musical in- 


strument to learn a second and a 
third one, thus it is also easier for 
someone who knows a second lan- 
guage to learn a third, or even a 
fourth one. 

The Dartmouth study con- 
firms past research done at George 
Mason University, in Virginia. Re- 
searchers in a 14-year study found 
that kids educated in dual-lan- 
guage schools outperformed 
monolingual children on standard- 
ized tests. Students in dual-lan- 
guage schools did better than those 
in traditional bilingual education 
and those educated only in En- 
glish. 

Since bilingualism is a defi- 
nite plus, one would think that it 
would be pushed in our schools as 
the way to educate our kids and 
prepare them for the challenges of 
a world which is increasingly get- 
ting smaller. 

To a certain extent, this is in- 
deed happening. There are now 
271 dual language schools nation- 
wide, more than double the num- 
ber of 1995. Although the most 
typical combination is English- 
Spanish, others involving Asian 


ilingualism make you smarter? 


and European languages are also 
available. 

These dual-language pro- 
grams are very popular and wait- 
ing lists are very common in 
school districts that make them 
available. Typically, they exist in 
communities which have sizeable 
immigrant populations or in uni- 
versity towns where multilingual 
education is highly prized. 

The federal government pro- 
vides funds to implement dual-lan- 
guage programs. San Bernardino 
schools received $1,375,000 over 
five years to implement their dual- 
language program. 

The benefits of bilingualism 
become evident as kids grow into 
adults and will affect their pock- 
etbook even in the U.S., a country 
in which English is clearly king. 
In Florida, Hispanic families 
speaking only English averaged a 
yearly income of $ 32,000, while 
those speaking both Spanish and 
English had incomes of $50,376 
according to a study conducted by 
the University of Florida. 

Yet, naysayers exist. Ron Unz, 
a California software entrepreneur 


who spearheaded anti-bilingual 
education initiatives in California, 
Arizona, and Massachusetts, 
stated that dual-language schools 
sound like “bilingual education” 
with a “different name.” He be- 
lieves that dual-language programs 
are a backdoor to the bilingual edu- 
cation programs he virtually did 
away with. 

Unz tried to eliminate bilin- 
gual education in Colorado but he 
failed because many parents were 
concerned that the initiative would 
also do away with dual-language 
programs and deprive their kids of 
the opportunity to become bilin- 
gual. 

Colorado’s parents were wise. 
If your school district does not of- 
fer a dual-language program, con- 
tact your school board and request 
it. It will be a great investment for 
your kids but for the rest of the 
country a well.

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Autoridades sudafricanas prohibiran 
importacion de pollo desde China 


Pretoria, (EFE).- Sudáfrica 
impondrá una prohibición a las im- 
portaciones de pollos y otras aves 
de corral desde China, donde se ha 
detectado la presencia de la llama- 
da “gripe del pollo” en la sureña 
región de Guangxi, dijeron el miér- 
coles pasado, portavoces guberna- 
mentales sudafricanos. 

“Tan pronto como recibamos 
una confirmación oficial (de la epi- 
zootia en China) la estudiaremos e 
impondremos una prohibición” a 
esas importaciones, dijo Steve Ga- 
lane, un portavoz del ministerio 
sudafricano de Agricultura. 

Las autoridades sudafricanas 
prohibieron el martes, con retroac- 
tividad al 21 de diciembre, la im- 
portación de pollos desde Thai- 
landia, en el marco de la epidemia 
de gripe avícola, que en una zoono- 
sis (traspaso de una enfermedad de 
un animal a un ser humano) se ha 
cobrado ya la vida de ocho perso- 
nas en Asia. 

Sin embargo, aún no se ha to- 
mado una decisión acerca del des- 
tino que se dará a un cargamento 
de 25 toneladas de pollos proce- 
dentes precisamente de Tailandia 
y que ya se encuentra en los alma 
cenes del puerto de Durban, en la 
costa este sudafricana. 

“Los inspectores no han po- 
dido verificar fehacientemente si 
esos pollos fueron faenados antes 
o después del 21 de diciembre”, 
señaló Galane. 

Si se constata que la faena se

La suspensión inmediata de

rior entrega del armamento a las 
autoridades consta en un aviso 
publicado el miércoles pasado 
por ese Ministerio en los diarios 
nacionales. 

En él se detallan los nombres 
de las 154 personas y las armas 
“que tienen en su poder”, y les 
adviérte que deben entregarlas a 


| la Dirección de Armamento de la 


Fuerza Armada en un plazo de 
diez días hábiles, de lo contrario 
incurrirán “en la comisión de de- 
litos”. 

El general Néstor González, 
que figura en el listado con una 
subametralladora, un fusil, una 
escopeta y dos pistolas, dijo a los 
periodistas que la medida “es una

government's financial model is a 
“thorough, professional and reli- 
able tool.” how did it miss an eigh- 
teen story office tower in the heart 
of downtown? The Sobrato build- 
ing at 488 Almaden escaped analy- 
sis because City staff was “re- 
quired” to use “existing lease con- 
tracts” when conducting the Mea- 
sure | recertification analysis. Re- 
quired by what? Required by 
whom? 

In a memo to the Mayor and 
City Council dated November 1. 
2001, and approved by the City 
Manager. the City’s Finance Direc- 
tor listed the assumptions of the 
1999 “build” and “lease” 


narios. Among the several “key” 


Sce- 


assumptions related to the lease 
scenario model was. “No major 
lease consolidation or rental of a 
separate building.” (City memo 11 
1/01, page 8) Such an assumption 
would preclude any creativity in 
searching for the best deal for the 
City. In other words. “Don't go 
looking for any deals...make this 
one!” 

This City memo might some- 
day be reterred to as the “smoking 
gun.” the document that paved the 
way for the building of the opulent 
new City Hall. 

] eee e e 

City staff calculated that if 
commercial real estate rates 
reached $528.11 per square foot. a 
positive net present value for the 
lease option would exist. In other 
words. it would be cheaper to rent 
than to build. and the City would 
be required by law to not build the 
$343 million 4th and Santa Clara 
St. Project. 

The source for the current of- 
fice lease rate analysis was 
“Colliers International Sept. 2001 
Market report.” The problem with 
the report is that it did not account 
for soon to be completed eighteen 
story business towers. Vacant 
buildings don't have “existing con- 
tracts” but vacant buildings do ex- 
ist. Only the government could 
make an eighteen story office 
tower disappear. 

On May 2nd. developer John 
Sobrato sent a letter to Deputy City 
Manager Terry Roberts offering for 
sale to the city. the eighteen story 
office tower at 488 Almaden.

“This cost on a per square foot 
basis ts over 40% less than the cur- 
rent estimated cost for the Santa 
Clara Street plan.

Should the City elect to pro- 
ceed with our development, we do 
not believe failure to locate City 
Hall on the land acquired for this 
purpose to be at all detrimental to 
the continued revitalization of this 
area. In fact. we view this to be yet 
another advantage as the cost sav- 
Ings realized combined with the 
proceeds of sale from the Santa 
Clara St. site could be used for at- 
fordable high density housing or to 
support San Jose State’s master 
plan with uses which integrate. pre- 
serve and support the existing 
neighborhood and University. 

(Remember the aforemen- 
tioned “opportunity costs?”’) 

Why do the people of San Jose 
have to pay forthe mistakes of their 
government? The new eighteen 
story building at 488 Almaden 
should not have been invisible to 
the eyes of the government. In fact, 
City staff had been previously in- 
structed to report any changes. 

“...In addition, Staff was di- 
rected to continue to monitor the 
assumptions in the financial model 
and report any significant 
changes.” City Finance Dept. 
memo to Council 11/01/01 pe. 4. 

The construction of an cigh- 
teen story office building and the 
rapid decline of commercial real 
estate prices due to the “dot com 
crash” are two very significant 
changes that escaped mention. 
Also. hundreds and hundreds of 
thousands of commercial square 
footage went unused as 
downsizing Silicon Valley firms 
were unable to sublease their 
rented space. This reality was not 
reported or accounted for. Why 
didn't Staff report these changes as 
required? 


“The Measure I Ordinance 
provides that City Hall must re- 
main in the current Civic Center 
area unless:...relocating Down- 
town will cost less than staying in 
the current facility and continuing 
to lease office space on a long-term 
basis:..."- City Resolution 70698. 

Conclusion 

Selling the Horses to Pay for 
the Barn 

Who's responsible for the tell- 
ing of the Billion Dollar Lie? City 
officials who placed self-promo- 
tion before the greater good? An 
undedicated press. which looked 


the other way when the people of 


San Jose were deceived by their 
government? Or, the apathetic citi- 


zenry of San Jose? (Answer: all of 


the above.) 

The present City administra- 
tion Is More intent on promoting 
the City and themselves, rather 
than managing the City and imple- 
menting the will of the people. The 
Council voted 9-2 to endorse a 
project that two-thirds of San Jose 
residents had voiced opposition to.

Far too 
many are uninformed and 
undedicated. They have but one re- 
quirement of their government — 
that it not stand in the way of their 
consumption. The biggest question 
heard debated in the coffee shops 
of San Jose. is whether to go 


“workout” before. or after. shop- 


ping at the mall.
